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REMAINS OF TWO 
SUICIDES FOUND 


Gruesome Discoveries Made in the 
West End of the City on 
Sunday 


Late yesterday afternoon, several 
young BHdmonton lads rambling 
through the bush in West Grove, close 
to the Stony Plain trail, were startled 
at coming across the dead body of 
aman. The boys at once informed a 
resident of the Stony Plain road of 
their discovery, and the R.N.W.M.P 
were notified by telephone. The body 
was found by the police under con. 
ditions which plainly bespoke suicide, 
and was identified as that of Walter 
Watts, of West Grove, a young Eng 
lishman of good family, about twenty- 


six years of age. 
The entire top of the head had 
been blown off by the discharge of 


a double-berreled shotgun, which was 
tound with one chamber still loaded, 
between the legs of the dead man 
The ground where the corpse lay was 
blood bespattered within a wide radi 


us, and a poplar tree against which 
Watts had perhaps leaned in firing 
the gun was stained red for a dis 
tance of over two feet from the 
round. The body was examined by 
Dr. Forin, the coroner, who accom- 
panied the police, and who judged 
from its condition that it had lain 
undiscovered for several days. 
Pound Near His Shack. 

The body lay just outside a paling, 
which enclosed a small garden and 
the shack in which Watts had been 
living. It was screened from the 
main road about thirty yards distant 
by a thick grove of trees. The police 
searched the shack and found two 
letters addressed to Benjamin Watts, 
brother of the deceased, who livec 
with him in Edmonton for a time 
The latest Was written under date of 
July 26th on a singie sheet of paper 
from a large letter tablet found lying 
on the table. In neither of the let- 


ters was any reference made to trou
